by brokers in this city from a Boston broker­ 
ag e firm askin g the value of Virg in ia 3s 
datod 1S82 an d pay able in 19 32. 
Saturday 
morn in g $1.» ,000 of these bon ds were received 
by the First Nation al ban k. 
As soon as tho lion ds reached Richmon d 
they were discovered to be forg eries. 
They 
were prin ted by the Ken dall Ban k Note com­ 
pan y of New York. 
The Ken dall Ban k Note 
compan y aton e time had.the con tract for 
prin tin g the bon ds. 
Afterwards, throug h 
Mahon e’s in fluen ce, it was an n ulled. 
The 
compan y sen t on e packag e of bon ds here on 
the 15th of July , 1882, an d they arrived here 
oti the n th. The board of sin kin g fun d 
commission ers of Virg in ia rescin ded the con ­ 
tract with tho Ken dall compan y on the 22 1, 
an d shipped tho bon ds back to New York, 
refusin g to accept them on the part of the 
state. 
Tho ban k n ote compan y refused to 
reeci ve the packag e of bon ds which had been 
return ed to them, an d it is supposed that 
from this packag e the bon ds were taken an d 
afterward forg ed, as the packag e was sold 
by tho ex press compan y as an un claimed 
packag e.

cussed while tho bill was un der con sidera­ 
tion in con g ress.

ere n ot likely to reduced thoir local rates, 
the operation of the fourth section would 
raise the throug h rates, but when railroads 
were 
spoken of people g en erally mean t 
half a dozen of tho g reat trun k lin es. 
The 
smaller roads that brin g produce from the 
farm to the trun k lilies were n ot thoug ht of. 
Messrs. J. L. Lee an d O. E. Hopkin s came 
here in behalf of the Peoria, Decatur & 
Evan sville road, the former as coun sel an d 
the latter as an ofiicer of the road. 
Mr. Hopkin s puts the thin g about as fol­ 
low’s :’His road run s from Peoria to Evan sville. 
The direction is main ly n orth an d south, an d 
for outlets at both en ds the road is depen d­ 
en t upon the g reat trun k lin o?. 
The lin es 
have a fix ed rate of 25 cen ts per hun dred east 
from Chicag o as a un it on which other rates 
are based. 
Peoria rates are 10 per cen t 
hig her than Chicag o. 
This g ives Peoria 
27 .5 cen ts. 
The Peoria, Decatur & Evan s­ 
ville is crossed by five trun k lin es, an d every 
poin t of crossin g if a competin g poin t, n ot to 
coun t n in e other jun ction s with min or roads, 
which are also in a smaller deg ree compet­ 
in g poin ts. 
If the Peoria & Evan sville road 
hauls g rain from Peoria to Mat toon an d then 
rn s it over to 
a throug h lin o to bo 
hauled cast, tho total rate is 27 .5 cen ts, 
per 
100, of which 
3 can ts is for ter­ 
min al charg es at Now York, an d tha rest is 
prorated on miieag o betwoen the two lin es, 
an d the Peoria roads g et 2.45 cen ts. That be­ 
in g the rato at the poin ts of in tersection with 
tho trun k lin es, tho road is prohibited from 
charg in g an y more at tho in termediate poin ts, 
an d con seq uen tly 2.45 cen ts per

road can g ot. 
Un der the state law it has 
boon g ettin g 30 cen ts, an d Mr. Hopkin s in ­ 
sists that his road can ’t make tho cut an d 
live. 
Prior to April 1 ho was takin g on e- 
fifth of tho g rain shipped outof Peoria. » Sin ce 
April 1 ho had n ot san t out a car-load of 
g rain from Pooria. an d could n ot, because, 
in order to g ot what he doomed a livin g rato 
at other poin ts, ho mado a un it rate which 
w as hig her than the Peoria rate, con seq uen tly 
he g ave up all tho Peoria busin ess, an d in re­ 
turn g ot a trifle hig her rates for his busin ess 
from poin ts below. 
The ex plan ation of Mr. Hopkin s illustrates 
on e phase of thoir g rievan ce.

Georg s 
Bhoridon deliv ered hi« lecture, “ A Modern 
Fhffftn,” Sunday ev ening at the new Na­ 
tional theatre before a larg e audience, con­ 
trov erting the anti-relig ious v iew« of Col 
Robert G. Ing ereolL The lecture* was intro­ 
duced by Hon. J ohn Sberman, and many 
prominent people were present, among whom 
were Senator Beck, a number of member« of 
the 
bar and many ladies. 
The lecture 
abounded in pamag ea of log ical eloquence, 
ex quisite bits of pathos and humor, and 
was receiv ed with hearty demonstrations of 
approv al 
Gen. Sheridan said it was not his purpose 
to utter a defense of the Christian religion; 
it was to show the evil effect of the course 
adopted by Col Ingersoll, whom he said he 
knew to be personally one of the most wor­ 
thy and able of men—a good son, a faithful 
husband, an affectionate father and a grand 
patriot But when he approaches the subject 
of religion the mantle of his genial personal­ 
ity falls from his shoulders; his judgment is 
warped, and he becomes at once the loudest 
of boasters and the most unfair of disput­ 
ants. No man has ever assailed the Chris­ 
tian religion with more eloquence, less skill, 
worse logic, so much conceit, and so little 
learning. 
The locturer then charged Ingersoll with 
declining to meet men competent to discuss 
the questions with him. 
In fact he never 
met but ono really able m an—the late Judge 
Jere Black—and then the instant he felt the 
steel ho ran from the field. 
In discussing 
the 
questions 
of Christianity, 
Ingersoll 
creates spurious issues; he utterly ignores 
the w ork of Christianity; he neither com­ 
prehends nor appreciates the ex cellence and 
magnitude of the achievements among us of 
the system he so flippantly assails. 
Relative to God, His ways and works, Col. 
Ingersoll iw, fests a curiosity that is as 
senseless as i .< idio, impertinent and disre­ 
spectful. 
1 Ic says be does not understand 
God, and therefore he does not believe there 
is one. 
He does not understand electricity, 
but it goes on electrifying. 
He does not un­ 
derstand the affinity of soul for soul, still the 
stars look down ou fair maidens, listening to 
the eager voice of youth as it whispers the 
old, old story that hew brightened all the 
ages, and millions of homes in our great land 
to-night aro joyous with the songs of those 
whose souls are held close together by the 
same invisible cords that sinco the birth of 
time have been woven in the loom of love. 
Ingersoll should consider the effect of his 
attacks on religion before giving them pub­ 
licity. He has no right to parade his vagrant 
fancies before the community os a code of 
morals. 
Estimating his phiiosopy by the 
spirit that characterizes hie utterances, it is 
both shallow and unkind. 
He is mad clear 
through—mad from the polished top of his 
intellectual dome, to the soles of his infidel 
feet—with Christians and Christianity. 
He 
has no right to destroy a mud hut unless he 
can give its occupant a better or equally 
good place to live in; no right to strike the 
cup of water from the thirsty man’s hand in 
the desert, because it is muddy, unless he can 
give purer. 
Mr. Ingersoll is a moral and in­ 
tellectual Anarchist. 
His peroration was an outburst of thrilling 
eloquence, describing the anarchial tenden­ 
cies of infidelity, 
lie portrayed Col. Jngar- 
.>oll as the assailant of the subliinest teach 
1115s of philosophy, of poetry and of science, 
of ancient and of modern times, without 
offering a substitute or a better thing. 
Ing.. rsoii, he said, was employing his genius 
and oratory in ex tinguishing the truest source 
of human happiness, and subverting the very 
us of civilization itself.

HUNTING. 


One of the Fav orite Sports of the Dtrell* 
ere In Lower California, 
“ There she is!*’ 
“ Don't fire!’* 
“ Give the dogs a chance!” 
They and many other disconnected 
sentences came from a crowd of ladies 
and gentlemen who, well mounted and 
close upon a pack of eager hounds, wen 
nualiing into a thick jiateh of under 
brash in the center of the Arroyo Seco. a 
dry canon or river just hack i»f Passa- 
denn. Gal. 
Here the gulch was well filled with tall 
trees from whose branches there fell in 
rich festoons masses of wild grape and 
clematis that formed rojx*s that de ftly 
caught riders beneath the chin, and ho 
tied up tile dogs that they often Ixvaine 
fouled and yelped and howled in impo­ 
tent rage. 
The party had started half a 
mile below in the clearing and had fol­ 
lowed up the eager dogs that had now 
treed game of some kind, and, as they 
gathered about the broken poplar high 
up in one of the branches, there apjieand 
along, lithe body clinging to the limb, 
while <m r the side peered the ugly fa«* 
of the wildcat. 
Excitement had Ixvn at 
fever pitch when the hounds struck the 
trail, but now that the animal was in 
full view, it fairly boiled over, even (lie 
horn« appearing to 1** carried away 
by it. 
“ Stand Imek,

master of the hounds, who carried a 
light rifle, “ sometimes a cat w ill jum p 
for her life, and they w ill scratch when 
they land.”

size and general appearance, and largo 
enough to inflict dangerous wounds up on 
man or beast. 
On one occasion the hounds came upon 
a fresli scent in an extremely narrow 
place in the canon, where precipitous 
rocks rose on one side and heavy brush 
on the other. 
The dogs rushed into the 
latter, and a moment later a large cat 
bounded into the narrow stream and 
began an ineffectual scramble up the 
rocky sides. 
A bullet caught her before 
she had gone thirty feet, and, turning 
with a snarl of rage, she leaped directly 
into the air. fell upon the neck of a 
broncho, dismounted the rider in the 
melee, and lx*fore she could be dislodged 
tore and lacerated the animal in a fear­ 
ful manner.

FotuI Product* of China. 
In an interesting article on “ The Foexl 
of China” The North China Herald says 
that the greatest part of the soil of the 
Celestial empire which is cultivated is 
devoted to the production of food. There 
are no docks or herds, and the areas ele- 
voted to cotton and mulberry are very 
small compared to the extent of the em­ 
pire. 
Of the 250,000,000 or 260,000,000 
of China three-iifths live on rice and two- 
fifths on small millet and wheat. 
In the 
dry, dusty soil of the northern provinces 
millet and wheat grow well and form the 
food of the inhabitants; in the moist soil 
and hot climate of south China rice pros­ 
pers and forms the chief produce and 
food of the people. 
Maize extends over 
a wider area every decade. 
Valuable, 
too, is the glptinous rice, from which the 
old undistilled wine is browed, and which 
is itself an appetizing article of food. 
Cabbages and carrots, with the best tur­ 
nips, onions, melons and radishes, have 
come into China from the west; the 
kind which are indigenous are interior. 
Western gardening, which has 
im ­ 
proved so many vegetable productions, 
has done much for China in supplying 
her markets. 
Spinach was introduced 
1,000 years ago from Persia, and the 
name jK>t-sia. by which it is known, 
means the Persian vegetable*. 
Lately 
beet root has come in from Europe, for 
though tho Chinese cannot make up their 
minds to make railway s, they like new 
fruits and v egetables well enough. 
The 
intrex luction of European and American 
v egetables, seeds and fruit trees into 
China is improv ing and v ary ing the food 
of the people, just as western arts and 
manufactures are increasing their lux uries 
and comforts. 
And in these way s many 
changes ere being brought about auietlv
